President Ta/t hxu* decided that In 
appointing census supervisors. Repub¬ 
licans only wiU be named in the North¬ 
ern and Western States. In tho South¬ 
ern States, with the exception of Ken¬ 
tucky, Tennessee, Missouri and North 
Carolina, half of tho supervisors will be 
Democrats. Considering tho four 
Southern States named as debatable 
ground tho President will name mem¬ 
bers of his own party in the hope of 
strengtheninr: *• 


Seven of tho twelve members of the 
National Waterways Commission, a 
commission authorised by Congress to

Tobacco Worm Packs His Trunk. 


/X curious feaure of tobacco culture 
lb the Burley belt this year has been 
the almost entire absence of tobacco 
worms. This p*st, which usually otter*

men and tons of Paris green to combat, 
has apparently left the country. 
Whether for good or not It 1* Impossible 
to tell. It Is believed, however, by 
most of the tobacco grower* that it wag 
simply starved out last season by the 
lack of tobacco crops on account of the 
pool, and will promptly return as soon 
as It hears of the rich feasts it has 
missed this season. 

The old tobacco growers say that 
with the small and scattered tobacco 
crops of last year the tobacco flies laid 
thrir eggs upon weeds and similar vege¬ 
tation, on which their broods starved 
out or W’ero destroyed by the rigors of 
the winter. Uusualty the tobacco worm 
for the following year 1* propagated by 
the second growth from the stumps of 
the tobacco which has been cut, on 
which they grow fat and breed so ex¬ 
tensively that large numbers live In 
the ground through the winter and are 
ready 10 attack tho tobacco grown on 
the same ground the following year. 

Ordinarily the tobacco worm Is 
classed by the farmer as next to the 
•’trust*’ among his enemies, and no mat¬ 
ter whether the worm has joined the 
pool or simply moved to other localities 
the cessation of his activities Is afford¬ 
ing much satisfaction to the growers 
this season, and has saved thousands of 
dollars usually expended in labor In 
fighting the pest. 

Tho tobacco crop In this vicinity Is 
very Irregular. The plants In some 
fields are remarkably luxuriant, while 
others on low or old lands are backward 
and unpromising. It Is generally be¬ 
lieved that on account of the frequent 
rains the crop will be of light weight* 
even where It ha* grown luxuriantly, 
s • • 

Kimball Supports Burley Pool. 


W. P. Kimball, of this city, who was 
succeeded last March In Congress by J. 
Campbell Cantrlll, ha* a lengthy article 
in the local papers to-day m support 
of the Burley Tobacco Society In Its 
contention with the Society of Equity. 
Mr. Kimball deprecates the attempt to 
form two pools, congratulates Presi¬ 
dent LeBus and the other leaders of the 
Burley Society on their success In the 
old pool, and predicts that they will be 
equally successful In their effort* to 
form a new one. Mr. Kimball declares 
that he is unalterably opposed to the 
methods of the American Tobacco 
Company and other alleged trusts, and 
believes that the Burley Society offers 
the most effective means of combatting 
a 'tobacco trust.” 


MAY ADJUST STREET¬ 
CAR CONTROVERSY TO-DAY. 


Employes at Chicago Expected to Ac¬ 
cept Offers For Gradual Increase 
in Wages. 


Chicago, Aug. 8.— According to pres¬ 
ent signs there will be no strike of the 
street-car employee of Chicago and an 
amicable settlement Is likely to be 
reached by to-mormw night. It Is said 
an offer of a wage Increase based on 
the length of service of employes will be 
made by Thomas E. Mitten, president 
of the Chicago City Railway Company 
In the negotiations which will be re¬ 
sumed to-morrow. 

John M. Roach, president of the Chi¬ 
cago Railways Company, has had his 
audlt/TTs at work figuring out a method 
of advancing wages, and It is expected 
his first offer to a committee of his em¬ 
ployes to-morrow will be on the some 
general basis as that proposed by Mr 
Mitten. 

That the controversy will be adjusted 
without resort to outside arbitration 
was tho general opinion to-dav. The 
employes say they are decidedly op¬ 
posed to arbitration and rather than to 
submit to It will accept any reasonable 
compromise coming from the companies 
direct. _ _ _

QUICK JUSTICE I 


Object of Suggestions of New 
York Judges. 


CONSIDER MEANS OF IMPROV¬ 
ING LEGAL PROCEDURE. 


SUBMIT EIGHT PROPOSITIONS 
FOR CONSIDERATION. 


WOULD REDUCE EXPENSES. 


New York, Aug. 8.—"the 
law’s delays,” notoriously vexatious and 
costly In the adjudication of commer¬ 
cial cases, be reduced to a minimum of 
annoyance and expense to the nation's 
vast commercial interests? 

This question, of obvious and yearly 
growing importance to the commercial 
world. Is being dealt with by a body of 
men^concededly fitted to deal with It 
from the vantage points of both 
familiarity and disinterestedness. The 
Judges of the Supreme Court of the 
First Department of New York State 
are grappling with It In earnest and 
already have made what many eminent 
legal minds here consider excellent 
progress. Though their efforts are 
primarily directed at securing reforms 
In law's and practices that shall achieve 
or approximate the end in view so far 
as New York State Is concerned, their 
campaign. If such It may be termed, 
has in its ultimate analysis a far 
broader scope. Its exemplary effect in 
the event of Its success. It Is hoped, 
may embrace the sweep of the entire 
sisterhood of States and Influence their 
action to the benefit of the Ultimately 
corelated Interests of the entire Ameri¬ 
can buxines* communly. 

• • • 

Results Thus Far Accomplished. 


To-day the Committee of Judges 
made public the results of their con¬ 
sideration of the ouestlun. so for as 
they have advanced It. They do not 
pretend to have solved the problem. 
Indeed, they avowedly need advice and 
openly and earnestly ask it. But hav¬ 
ing to deal, as they have from year to 
year In the great commercial hive cen¬ 
tered on Manhattan Island, with so 
large a proportion of the litigation in¬ 
volving Important commercial Interests, 
and viewing the virtues and defects of 
existing law's and practices in the 
strongest possible light, the result they 
have achieved. Inconclusive and Incom¬ 
plete as It Is. Is interesting and Instruc¬ 
tive to consider. 

They start with the promise that the 
public’s chief concern Is In "the reduc¬ 
tion of litigation to actual differences 
and the abatement of the law’s delays 
in the composure of commercial case*.’’ 
They believe, they say. that the people 
want to see done away with "as much 
as may be of litigious suspensions and 
employment of labor and capital, with 
the consequent hindrances of business 
and prosperity.** Their tentative sug¬ 
gestions to this end are embodied in 
resolutions asking action by the justices 
of the Appellate Division and of the 
law-making powers of the State, upon 
which suggestions they Invite expres¬ 
sions of opinion. 

• • • 

To Simplify Pleadings. 


In brief, these suggestions are for 
marked simplification of privilege* In 
pleadings, both as to substance and In 
time of making, for reform In court as¬ 
signments through which Justices 
making orders In such cases shall be 
the ones to hear argument upon these 
orders, and to the passage of laws re¬ 
ducing the period within which such 
actions may be begun, and requiring 
clear, precise and unequivocal state¬ 
ments of facts pleaded as constituting 
causes of action. 

Aside from the recommendation 
that postponements of pleadings shall 
not be allowed except for the beat and 
most clearly defined of reasons and 
that times of serving pleadings, potlces, 
etcetera, shall be "materially short¬ 
ened,” perhaps the most important rec¬ 
ommendation Is that for the practical 
abolition of the demurrer in civil ac¬ 
tions. In place of the demurrer, that so 
frequently flagrant method of securing 
delay fur delay’s sake on the part of the 
litigant w'hose cause is weak or unjust, 
tpe Judges would cotflpel the litigant 
to answer and have the case brought 
to trial, w'hen his objections to the com¬ 
plaint should he threshed out and 
Judicially decided on the spot. and. if 
not then sustained, the trial of the ac¬ 
tion to be proceeded with. 

Summed up, the judges* commlttao. 
In seeking to apply the results >C Its 
ol-sc rvations and Investigation to the 
betterment of the State's laws and code 
of procedure In commercial cases, prac¬ 
tically recommends certain definite 
changes hereafter enumerated. Ex¬ 
pressed In the committee's own lan¬ 
guage. It "requests expressions of opin¬ 
ion" respecting: 

• • • 

Changes Suggested. 


"First—Betting apart terms and as¬ 
signing justices so that all actions In 
commercial cases, to-wit: on sales of 
personal property. Including agree¬ 
ments Incident to such sales, for work, 
labor and services and material fur¬ 
nished, upon policies of Insurance and 
upon Negotiable paper and other In¬ 
struments transferable by Indorsement 
or order, shall be promptly triable 
throughout the year. 

"teeeond—Granting no delay or post¬ 
ponement or opening of default In trials 
or proceedings upon consents of attor¬ 
neys. but only upon due cause shown, 
saving to parties themselves, however, 
the right to effect suspension of a cause 
by a writing over their own hands or 
the hands of their attorneys In fact 
"Third—Requiring that a descriptive, 
verified list of All writings to be used 
In support of affirmative allegations In 
pleadings be filed with the clerk within 
five days after final Joinder of issue. 

"Fourth—Making motions brought 
upon orders to show cause returnable, 
so far as may be, before tho judge or 
Justice granting the order. 

• • • 

To Require Unequivocal Statements. 


"Fifth—Requiring clear, precise and 
unequivocal statement* In pleadings of 
all facts alleged affirmatively. 

"Sixth—Substantially reducing tho 
times limited for bringing actions In 
commercial causes and for taking ap¬ 
peals therein. 

"Seventh—Materially shortening the 
periods for serving pleadings and other 
papers In ifll causes. 

"Eighth—Directing that the objec¬ 
tions now taken by demurrer shall be 
taken by answer and be argued, or 
deemed waived, at the opening of the 
trial and be. decided by the judge or 
Justice before taking up any other 
cause.”

GRIM TRAGEDY NEAR DETROIT. 


Detroit, Aug. 8.—The>ad!y mutilated 
body of a woman about 35 years of age 
wag found In a clump of underbrush in 
Humtrack, this county, to-day. The 
condition of the body Indicates that the 
woman was assaulted and killed. 

The body was found by Justice of the 
Peace Munck, of Highland Park. Th«. 
skull was crushed and the face and 
body were covered with bruise*. 

A handkerchief supposedly belonging 
to the victim was found several feet 
away a* was also her purse, which 
had been torn open and nothing which 
might serve to Identify the body left 
In it. The ground for yards about was 
torn up and bits of flesh were in the 
finger nails of the woman. Indicating 
that she made a valiant light for life 
before being overpowered. 

The land on which the body was 
found Is owned by an Italian named 
Serrira Mark*, who of lute has enter¬ 
tained, It is said, many of his country¬ 
men. who seemed to be itinerant ped¬ 
dlers or laborers. While no suspicion 
Attaches to Marke the officers arc in¬ 
vestigating reports that women of the 
neighborhood have been annoyed by 
some or Marke’s friends during the last 
week or two. 

■ Mrs. A. J, Button, wife of a resident 
of the vicinity, says she was accosted 
near where the body was found a week 
ago by a man who from appearance 
she thought was an Italian. She says 
he stopped her and proposed that she 
accompany him into the underbrush 
where the body was found and that she 
became frightened and ran to her home, 
a short distance away, and locked her¬ 
self In the house. When her husband 
came home that night she told him of 
the occurrence and he tried to track the 
man, but fulled. Mr*. Button gave a 
good description of the man to the offi¬ 
cers to-day and they are trying to lo¬ 
cate him. The body has not been 
Identified. _

Hm*., to 
meet his wife. He wo* released last 
Thursday from the State Reformatory 
ut Anojnova, Pa., on orders from Gov. 

His sentence was suspended 
because of his old age. Convicted of 
embezzling trust funds In Davenport 
five years ago, he had served five of 
his eleven years. 

Six years ago Samuel Francis SmKh 
wa* a highly-respected citizen. A for¬ 
mer Mayor of Davenport, a brilliant 
lawyer, a banker* a pillar In church 
work, he bad many friends and no ene¬ 
mies. 

Son and namesake of the man whose 
pen phrased the words of America's 
national mymn, he wus an honored 
member of the Hone of the American 
Revolution. Sprung from proud New 
England stock. Mr. Smith and his wife 
wer»* among the most prominent people 
of Davenport. Tholr palatial home was 
the scene of many s<xdaJ events. 

Suddenly whispers began to spread, 
followed by open charges. Smith was 
arrested and examination of hh» books 
showed that he was a defaulter to the 
extent of $100,000 trust funds. 

He admitted his guilt and asked for 
a speedy trial.

Library Commission. 


A FORERUNNER OF AN EN¬ 
LIGHTENED KENTUCKY. 


WILLIAM F. YTJST DISCUSSES 
NEEDS IN THIS FIELD. 


HIS ADDRESS IN FULL 


A State library commission was 
strongly advocated in a speech by Wil¬ 
liam F. Yuat, librarian of the Louisville 
Free Public Library, In an address be¬ 
fore the annual meeting of the Ken¬ 
tucky Educational Association, recent¬ 
ly held at Eatlll Springs. Mr. Yust said 
that auch a commission would be of In¬ 
valuable assistance In the further estab. 
llnhinent of libraries In the State and 
tha general diffusion of knowledge In 
regard to managing libraries. His ad¬ 
dress In full follows; 

My text Is the well-known motto. "The 
be*t reading for the largest number at 
the least coft." My theme is. "What a 
Library Commission Will Do For Ken¬ 
tucky.'’ This form of introducing the 
subject Is not Intended as an Invitation 
to you to classify the speaker as a 
prophet. Ho makes no claim to special 
inspiration or ability to foretell coming 
event*. On the contrary, these remark* 
are based on facts and figor** that can 
be examined and verified by any one. 
There has been in existence for live year* 
a League of Library Commission*. The 
190$ year-book of this league Is the au¬ 
thority which has been thoroughly ex¬ 
amined and freely quoted In the prepara¬ 
tion of this address. It furnishes in com¬ 
pact and convenient form full Informa¬ 
tion regarding the organization and work 
of each commission and gives “a complete 
directory of commission workers ” This 
year-book trtls u* that the first commis¬ 
sion was established In M***ar.husett» In 
MOO; since then the idea has spread rap¬ 
idly over the entire country, until now 
there are thirty-three States where such 
commissions exist Of these eight States 
are In the South, namely, Alabama, Dela¬ 
ware. Maryland. Virginia and Georgia; 
five State*. North Carolina. Tennessee, 
Texas, Illinois and Utah created commis¬ 
sions this year. 

• • • 

Best Landmark of Progress. 


This particular kind of legislation 1* one 
of the best landmarks of progress From 
time Immemorial man has mad** his rec¬ 
ords. at first crude and costly: then came 
the invention of printing, followed by a 
long line of other inventions until pro¬ 
cesses have been so perfected that now' 
the great <U!1le* give us for a few pennies 
the news t from every quarter of the 
globe on the day of the deed Indeed It 
seems almost Impossible for an act, a 
word or a thought of consequence to es¬ 
cape the record. It Is this habit of re¬ 
cording their achievement In various 
forms that has enabled successive gener¬ 
ation of men to take up work where It 
was laid down by their predecessors and 
thus to «*xtond the line of progress farther 
and farther In this way tne printed page 
has become the most potent factor of 
civilisation, bo it In the form of the sin¬ 
gle sheet, the magazine or the bound vol¬ 
ume. Tt la the cumulation, preservation 
and circulation of those volumes that ha* 
produced the modem library system. 

To the millions of volumes already pub¬ 
lished a few of the leading nations are 
adding over 5Q/00 new volume* a year 
In tbe face of these facts It seems a pity 
that any citizen should be In want of 
book* to read or that any community 
should be without a librarv My pur¬ 
pose is to show what the State mav do 
to supply this want Permit me first to 
outline what 1* being done In thlrty-thre» 
other Slates The Commission Year¬ 
book gives a wealth of Information on 
the subject, the most Important of which 
may be grouped under five heads; (l) Ad¬ 
visor*’ work. C> organizing work. (3) 
building plana, (4j Instruction, <5> travel¬ 
ing libraries. 

• • • 

Advisory Work Necessary. 


In most coses the demand for assistance 
Is so great that the commissions are kept 
busy responding to mils. In other case* 
they take the Initiative for the purpose 
of arousing communities to a considera¬ 
tion of their needs and possibilities, and 
directing them toward the establishment 
of libraries. They keep In Hose touch 
with library conditions in every part of 
the State. They call attention to and ex¬ 
plain the law under which municipal li¬ 
braries may be established, and they en¬ 
courage all cities and towns to tak. ad¬ 
vantage of the law. They advise a* to 
the best method of procedure They do 
much by correspondence When desira¬ 
ble a representative goes to the commu¬ 
nity which Is ugltattng the library ques¬ 
tion. counsels with those In charg* of 
the local cairtpalgn. furnishes literature 
for the press and for distribution, deliv¬ 
ers addresses at clubs and public meet¬ 
ings end in every proper way assists in 
having the question intelligently and fair¬ 
ly presented for consideration by the vot- 
era or by the municipal authorities. Fail¬ 
ure to secure favorable consideration la 
frequently due to misunderstanding of 
misrepresentation. At the pr<»per time the 
question should be put squarely before 
every oity and town for acceptance or re¬ 
jection 

In libraries already established they 
confer with librarians and trust»-c« re¬ 
garding method* of work, and plan* for 
development, the selecting nn»l catalog¬ 
ing of book*, method* of advertising an 1 
popularizing the library. In short, regard¬ 
ing any question of library administration 
looking toward the greatest efficiency ani 
the best results. Some old libraries they 
assist in reorganizing entirely according 
to modern methods. 

♦ • • 

\ How the Work is Organized, 


most Important thing la a library budd¬ 
ing. It Is frequently best for the building 
to come last. Sometime* the most effec¬ 
tive way of securing a building Is for a 
time to maintain a free library on a small 
scale In temporary quarters through vol¬ 
untary contributions until Its value Is 
demonstrated. The experience thus ob¬ 
tained is of the greatest value to trustees 
in planning a new building and forming 
a permanent organisation. 

In this work they should have the bene¬ 
fit ut and profit by the experience of oth¬ 
er* who have wrestled with these prob¬ 
lems and have In some case* learned cer¬ 
tain thing* only through costly experi¬ 
ments. Of special value I* assistance on 
technical matter* such as classifying an l 
cataloging hooks and the most approved 
method of keeping various records. Some 
of the commissions on request send a 
trained organizer to new libraries just be¬ 
ginning, who work* with the local libra¬ 
rian for several weeks or more, giving 
Instruction and helping tho library to 
start right. 

But when a building Is to be erected 
It should be the best that can be obtained 
for the money, suitably arranged for con¬ 
venient and economic sendee a* well a* 
for handsome appearance. Some very un¬ 
fortunate mistakes have been made by 
those who have ignored tho exp- rloncc 
of others and have failed to profit by ttielr 
errors a* well u* bytheir sucoees Th** 
Indiana ’’commission has a collection of 
photograph* and floor plans of **v. rn| 
hundred library buildings. They have 
proved of great value to architects and 
I'brary boards and n decided improvement 
has resulted in library construction in 
towns where the plans have been loaned. 
In addition to plans of buildings th- corn 
mission has a small iollectlon of but 
print drawings showing dimensions and 
construction of shelving, newspaper and 
periodical racks, etc." Good inexpensive 
furniture ha* been made from these blue 
prints und used until there was sufficient 
money available to purchase the beat li¬ 
brary furniture In the market. The as¬ 
sistance a commission may give In the 
erection of a single building may be 
worth the entire cost of the commission 
for several years. 

• • • 

Amount of Instruction Varies. 


The amount and method of Instruction 
varies in different States from a few 
hour*’ interview in the local library to a 
full two-year course In a regular library 
school. Considerable instruction is also 
given by correspondence schools. Sum¬ 
mer library school courses of about sJx 
weeks are regularty conducted by more 
than a doaen States. These admit only 
those who an* already engaged in library 
work and dealre to improve themselves 
or are under definite appointment to libra¬ 
ry petitions for which they wish to pre¬ 
pare 

A number of State* hold library' Insti¬ 
tutes annually In various parts of the 
StAte; these bring together the librarians 
In a given section and stimulate their 
efforts through discussion of problems 
and a comparison of ways and means. In¬ 
stitutions and Individuals have thus been 
brought Into helpful relations toward one 
another In some States the commissions 
have been Instrumental in having brief 
courses of Instruction Introduced Into the 
normal schoola whereby teachers, pres¬ 
ent and prospective. are familiarised with 
some of the more Important features of 
library work Through each and all «f 
these different agencies correct ideas are 
disseminated ideals enlarged and the gen¬ 
eral standard of efficiency Improved 
• • • 

About Traveling Libraries. 

Traveling libraries constitute the most 
generally accepted and economical form of 
State aid to libraries. A traveling library 
Is a amitl! box of twenty-five or more 
books, which are loaned In a given place 
fer a limited time, at the expiration of 
Which they are returned to headquarters 
or sent elsewhere. They are designed, 
first, to supply an Immediate need In lo¬ 
calities which cannot support libraries of 
their own and. second, to develop a desire 
for permanent local libraries. They also 
come to the aid of "struggling libraries 
with limited funds’* and schools with long¬ 
ings for something more than text-hooks. 
There are at present twenty-five States 
with traveling ltbrary systems, oggre- 
4W.OOO volumes. They ni ■ 


After It haa been decided to establish a 
library help Is given In organizing the 
board of control. In providing plans for 
a building and furnishing*. It 1* a popu¬ 
lar error to suppose that the first and 


gating over 400.000 volumes. They have 
grown to be a very popular form of pop¬ 
ular education. They may be dtvided 
into two classes, miscellaneous collection 
and special collections. 

First --General or Miscellaneous Collec¬ 
tions: These are libraries for general read¬ 
ing, whose purpose is to provide free 
libraries for communities which have no 
such Institution. These libraries go to 
the general public in villages or towns or 
to any grange, post, lodge or farmers' 
club or to individual families In the coun¬ 
try. to schoola or to other State, county 
and municipal Institutions. 

Second—Libraries on Special Subjects 
Selected to Meet the Needs of Applicants: 
These go to reading circles and study 
clubs In towns or In the country, to teach¬ 
er* and pupil* In village or rural schools. 
They are even sent to Individuals who 
are Interested In some particular line of 
study, but who do not have access to a 
library. In some cases clubs pursuing 
definite lines of study may have hooks 
purchased specially to suit their pro¬ 
gramme, which is prepared In advance 
with this understanding. 

• • • 

Traveling Libraries of Kentucky. 

Although Kentucky as a State has never 
done anything for traveling libraries, 
these have existed here for thirteen years 
under the management of the State Fed¬ 
eration of Women's Clubs Berea College 
has also maintained tome for several 
years. The following nepount of the fed¬ 
eration libraries I* taken from this year** 
report of Mis* Fannie C. Rawson. chair¬ 
man of the traveling library committee: 

"In June. 1996, through an appeal from 
a missionary, the attention of the Wom¬ 
en's Federation was railed to the peculiar 
need of the people In the eastern section 
of the fitnte. We were told of children 
who had never seen a picture book, of 
districts whose only rend ng matter was 
a few necessary* schoolbook.**, of communi¬ 
ties where even a newspaper seldom en¬ 
tered. 

"A* an experiment six case* of books 
were placed In - a* many small mountain 
town*. From the beginning the library 
was received with Interest, and as the 
work became better known the demand 
for the books grew at an astonishing rate 
Urgent calls came from people through¬ 
out the mountains. Teachers, preachers, 
doctor*, merchant*. postmaster* nnd pri¬ 
vate citizens offered their services as 
librarians. The libraries grew in num¬ 
ber as rapidly as the fund*; permitted, 
and it was not long la-fore the work 
ceased to be an experiment and became 
a recognized educational force In the ter." 
rltory which It covers. 

"There are now ninety-four cases, each 
containing about sixty volumes, or a total 
of about 5.S00 volumes. The work Is en¬ 
tirely voluntary and Is supported by an 
annual contribution of 10 cents per capita 


from the members of the Kentucky Fed¬ 
eration, all of w'hlcn Is spent for cases 
and transportation. The case* are sup¬ 
plied with books through the personal 
gifts of the club members. 

"Each case contains one-third stories for 
children, one-third fiction for Adults and 
one-third history, biography, travel, na¬ 
ture studies, useful arts nnd poetry, a 
dictionary and a Blb!»- These little li¬ 
braries are scattered all through the east¬ 
ern portion of the State, nt county seats 
and small mountain towns. In isolated 
homes and out-of-the-way places. In turn- 
ber and mining ramps, in post-offices, 
schools and churches, everywhere furnish¬ 
ing not only mental stimulus, but also 
employment and entertainment, the best 
protection against the enforced Idle hours 
of a dreary mountain winter. The re¬ 
port* of these libraries speak eloquently 
of their great value. 

"They aro circulated now In twenty-six 
counties and are confined entirely to the 
eastern section of the State, for which 
the aupply, however, Is totally inadequate. 
In the western section, where the demand 
for books. If not the need* Is fur greater, 
there Is no traveling library system what¬ 
ever. and ho prospect of one until the 
State takes the matter In hand." 

• • • 

In Other States. 

In sixteen States now having traveling 
libraries supported by the State they were 
first established by women's clubs and 
maintained by them until the State rec¬ 
ognized their value and nasumcd control 
over them The wromcn of Kentucky 
have therefore caused history to repeat 
Itself with reference to their part In this 
Important educational work, but the 
States has so far failed to take the next 
step and do Its share. Thirteen year* 
ago these progressive women saw a need 
and have be«*n struggling ever since to 
supply it. The time ha* now arrived for 
the State to come forward like n man and 
do Its duty by these women and do Us 
duty by It* own citizens who are entitled 
to this educational advantage which ha* 
been so thoroughly' tried In every section 
of the country. That the appetite which 
these women have whetted la greater 
than they can satisfy is a tribute to the 
effectiveness of their work, a tribute to 
the natural desires and aspirations of the 
peupje... Throe women have done a won¬ 
derful work, but they have only touched 
the border land of library* possibilities. 
The greater po tion of the State hoe still 
to learn the value of traveling libraries 
and their various lines of usefulness m 
outlined In a previous paragraph A great 
field of opportunity lie* here waiting for 
the strong arm of the State to undertake 
Its development. 

Our syetem of popular education Is 
complete In Its outline It begins with 
the kindergarten and extends through 
the grades to the high school, and thence 
to the college and the university. It Is 
a magnificent Ideal to hold before the am¬ 
bitious student. Fortunate Indeed Is the 
nmn or woman who has the opportunity* 
and the perseverance to complete such a 
course. But how' very few reach the uni¬ 
versity or even the college What a small 
proportion get through the high school 
and. ala*, the great majority never finish 
the grades According to the report of 
the Commissioner of Education the av¬ 
erage amount of schooling per Inhabitant 
In the United Buies is less than five and 
one-half years. This means that the 
great mass of pupils have only a bowing 
acquaintance with the three Rs when 
they leave school either voluntarily or 
because they are forced by economic con¬ 
ditions to become breadwinners. 

Then what happens'* They do not stop 
growing, but their development Is Im¬ 
paired The .State, however, does little 
or nothing further for them, while It 
makes liberal provisions for the compar¬ 
atively few who remain In school. Is 
this fair to the individual or wise from 
the standpoint of the State? la It good 
public policy? In a democracy the laws 
express "the combined political will of 
the people." The Government will rep¬ 
resent the Intelligence and Ideals of the

and no bettjr. The supreme Importance 
of education 1* therefore apparent not 
only for the g6od of the citizen, but also 
for the *tability of th* Sute. But if that 
education 1* limited to five and one-ha If 
years It cannot produce a strong citizen¬ 
ship or strengthen the fiat** itself 

In a recent address at Cincinnati ex- 
President Eliot made a plea for what he 
termed "continuous education .*' It l* not 
a nctv idea, but Is stated with his cus¬ 
tomary clearness and forcefulnes*. It 
should not be necessary for tl»e sy stern at- 
1c education of the average person to bo 
confined to a half doxfn years In school, 
or even for that of a graduate to stop 
when he receives Ills diploma. Education 
Is n lifelong progress. It is a continuous 
development from tho cradle to the grave. 
Influenced by a multitude of forces Only 
a small part of it take* place In tbe 
schools, and yet their function Is most 
Important, even If th**- do nothing more 
than start the Individual In the race of 
life. But there Is hope even If he learns 
only to read and write. The ability to 
read is an equipment that will enable 
any one with energy and determination 
to educate himself Dr. Kllot has agreed 
to select from the great book* of th» 
world enough to fill five feet of shelving. 
He says that the faithful and «. onsiderat#- 
readlng of these book* for fifteen min¬ 
utes a day "will give any man tin essen¬ 
tials of a liberal education."

First Need of Education. 


The most ardent advocate could not 
haw spoken a finer word for the free 
public library' The great need of a larger 
measure of liberal educ&tlou and training 
Is everywhere In evidence. Witness the 
constant struggle for the improvement of 
our regular school*, for more of them anil 
for longer terms. Witness the popularity 
of summer and vacation schools, of night 
schools, of trade and correspondence 
schools, all testifying to the demand for 
popular education. 

Ladles and gentlemen, a* a contribution 
to the solution of this problem It Is my 

f rlvliege to present for your consider*- 
Ion the free public library. We are as¬ 
sured that five feet of books may furnish 
any one the essentials of a liberal edu¬ 
cation. this from the dean of American 
educators after forty year* of experience 
a* president of Harvard University. An¬ 
drew Carnegie consider* free public Ultra* 
lie* the best agencies for improving the 
masse* of the people. He calls them "the 
cradles of trhimi nant democracy." The 
strength of this conviction con be meas¬ 
ured by his marvelous donations, num¬ 
bering 1,800 library building* and costing 
frd.ilM.903 Last year thirty-two of the 
largest title* In the United State* ex¬ 
pended for regular library maintenance 
I4.15S.S2S Much of the most valuable 
work done by libraries cannot be record¬ 
ed. and yet the records show that In 
these thirty-two cities during a single 
vesr the circulation of books among tho 

e x>ple reached the enormous number of 
.44T..3M volumes We have already seen 
that thirty-three States have not only es¬ 
tablished libraries for the benefll of the

library commissions to assist In bringing 
books to all the peopls. The United 
State* Government is stitlng a worthy 
example In the library c>f Congress. In 
the last ten year* Its organization and 
work has been greatly enlarged and Im¬ 
proved, nnd Its usefulness extended to 
small libraries In every comer of the 
country, making It truly the library of 
the nation. 

Thus w* see how far-reaching are the 
conquest* of the free library Idea In tho 
city, the State and the nation. We see 
how private and public purses are being 
opened nnd their contents poured forth 
to establish and maintain libraries. We 
see that m theory and in practice the 
free library la a power In the life of to¬ 
day. 

Although there Is this general apprecia¬ 
tion of the library. It should appeal with 
peculiar force to those who teach, be¬ 
cause of the Insight, the outlook and the 
uplift It gives to them personally as well 
a* the larger knowledge. Interest and 
enthusiasm It bring* to their pupils. 
There Is a saying that the librarian who 
read* Is lust. It may be added that the 
teacher who doe* not read has probably 
never found himself, and the pupil who 
1* confined entirely to his textbook* will 
often find them "stale, fiat and unprofit¬ 
able.” 

• • • 

Welcome Visitors. 


"At first." write* one teacher, "I re¬ 
garded the idea of library work In the 
schoolroom with suspicion. It seemed to 
promise only nn additional burden to be 
feared hy teacher and pupil alike. But 
things are different now. The library 
hooks are our most welcome visitors 
Th*»v have brought new life Into the 
schoolroom, and they appeal even to the 
bad boy Instead of adding to our 
troubles they have lightened our labors 
and multiplied their roaulta." 

Although this letter Is a kind of minor¬ 
ity report, It it a strong testimonial to the 
value of co-operation between the library 
and the school With the great body of 
teachers this principle finds a ready re¬ 
sponse. They realize that the library and 
the school are the complements of each 
other; that they ore both Integral parts 
of a complete system of popular educa¬ 
tion and must work together In harmony. 
This relation now obtains where the most 
effective work la being done. 

But this relation cannot exist where 
libraries are lacking. There are only 
about twenty cities und towns In Ken¬ 
tucky with free circulating libraries In 
these da vs we hear much of educational 
needs, of better school buildings and long¬ 
er terms Well and good. But we need 
also libraries which will keep up the good 
work all the vear round. We need not 
only teachers and text-booka and training 
for the boys and girls at school, but a!*o 
library books that will enable them and 
their fathers and mother* to continue 
their education at home through life. 

The Kentucky Library Commission, as 
soon a* it I* created, should begin at once 
a systematic campaign for obtaining com¬ 
plete and correct reports from every com¬ 
munity In the State a* to whether It has 
u library and of what kind, whether it Is 
free or subscription, whether it belongs 
to an Institution, to a private cltlsen or 
to the nubile and whether it Is alive or 
dead. If the community has no library 
whv not. and what are the prospects? Do 
the people want a library' ana are they 
working for It?

What Library Should Do. 


What this library commission should do 
for Kentucky may be summarised os fol¬ 
lows: 

First—Foster the development of libra- 
rle* In general. 

Second- Aid communities desiring to es¬ 
tablish libraries. 

Third—Aid In Improving existing libra¬ 
ries. 

Fourth—Provide a clearing-house for 
periodicals and duplicates and promote 
Interllbrary exchanges. 

Fifth—Arrange for the distribution of 
national. State and municipal public doc¬ 
uments. 

Sixth—Conduct a system of traveling 
libraries. 

Only n library commission can do this 
work properly and see that the State 
stand* well and Is correctly represented 
When the census of 1910 Is published Ken¬ 
tucky should be Included In the commis¬ 
sion column to show that her education¬ 
al progress has kept pace with her com- 
mertiiu development This commission 
should not rest until free books are 
brought within reach of every cltlsen, 
whether he lives in the city or In the 
country, and until there Is a frt* library 
In every city and town In tho Common¬ 
wealth.

GEN. E. B. ATWOOD DIES 

SUDDENLY IN CHICAGO. 


Veteran of Civil and Spanish Wars 
Who Retired Several Years 
Ago. 


Chicago, Aug. 8.—Brig. Gen. Edwin 
B. Atwood. years old. who was 
placed on the retired list in 1903, died 
hero suddenly at noon to-day. He was 
taken 111 la*t i:lght, but his condition 
war not considered serious at that 
time. 

Gen. Atwood served In the Untied 
States army for forty-two years. He 
was bom In Ohio and received a Ma¬ 
jor's commission In an Ohio regiment 
at the outbreak of the Civil War. Hi 
was mustered out of the volunteers In 
ISfiB with the title of Brevet Major 
The following year he returned to the 
Service with the runk of Second Lieu¬ 
tenant in the Sixteenth Infantry. 

His promotion to the rank of Brig¬ 
adier General followed his meritorious 
service in the Philippines. He is sur¬ 
vived by a widow' and four children.

Under the 
careful surveillance of men accustomed 
to the management of boys, they have 
chosen a Mayor. CKy Clerk. City Treas¬ 
urer and Board of Public Works, all 
"kids," elected by ’'kids." and working 
solely for the Interest of kids. And 
woe betide the grafter or dishonest 
officeholder who Is found out. for with 
out any reservation or delicacy of sen 
tlment such a culprit would b e drive ^ 
from the gates in disgrace by the whole 
body of citizens. 


Judge Brown’s Idea. 




The originator of the Boy City Idea 
is Judge Willis Brown, a man who 
nos won international fame by his suc¬ 
cess In winning the hearts of wayward 
boys brought before him when he waa 
Judge of the Juvenile Court of Salt 
Lake City, and helping them to be¬ 
come good citizens instead of worth¬ 
less vagabonds. About six years ago, 
when Judge Brown was at the head of 
the Juvenile Court In Salt Lake City, 
he realiz'd the need of sezno place 
where boys, not bad boy* nor ref*»rma 
tory boys, but Just plain, every-day 
City b^ys of good families could go for 
recreation and at the same time learn 
On* rudiments of good citizenship. So, 
a* Is his way, he started out to fill 
the want. Around him he gathered a 
group of men interested In the welfare 
of boys and established the first Boys’ 
City at Winona Lake, Ind. While this 
city Is still in existence. Its organizers 
soon found that the small lake and 
grove there formed too Insignificant a 
sotting for the stupendous work before 
thfin. and started out to make a better 
one. Then the National Boys’ City As- 
*iclmtlon wa* organized, with the Rev. 
Waller McPherson, assistant pastor of 
St Paul’s church. Chicago, a* presi¬ 
dent. Circuit Judge Frederick W. 
Mayne. of Charlevoix. Is vice president; 
Frederic H. Brown, of Salt Lskl City, 
general manager; the Hon. William A. 
Gardner, of St. Louis, treasurer, and 
Judge Brown director In chief.

Uf© was almost extinct when 
th© dictators of turf destiny stripped tho 
country £f Its bc«t thoroughbreds and uU 
but abandoned th© sport when it no 
longer h©ki out glittering purse©. Tho 
worn enemies of racing turned out to be 
not the reformers, who have been checked 
by tho courts, but th© pillars of Th© 

Jockey Club, who would not meet the test 
of their mettle, and who In some cases 
demonstrated that th© dollar ruled their 
course more than th© Instinct of the true 
sportsman. 

In spite of th© quitters th© Institution 
of racing appears to be coming through 
Its crisis gamely. Owners of famous col¬ 
ors are going to th© races with better ani¬ 
mals and more of them, a man can make 
a bet without feeling Ilk© a criminal and 
he can see Its fate settled In a contest 
that does not look as tame a chariot 
race in the circus. It looks as if tho re¬ 
turn from Saratoga to Shoopsheod Bay 
would remind us of th© days beforo the 
Armours and Rockefellers of th© turf 
seized it greedily and exploited It like cat- 
tlo ranges and oil wells."—[New York 
Press. 

This optimistic view will gladden th© 
hearts of thousands of persona who lov© 
the horse, and who take more interest 
In a race than ln turf speculation. Such 
persona may yet hAve to thank the cru¬ 
saders, who wouUi have destroyed rac¬ 
ing if they had had their way, for 
having been Instrumental In Improving 
Its character and making it permanent, 
with the betting feature retained but 
not abused. 

For a century or bo the racecourse 
has been an Institution ln Kentucky. It 
has not been without attendant evils, 
even in recent" years when the fate of 
racing ln a number of States should 
have boen a warning. But with all of 
Its faults It has not been tho menace 
to morals It has been pictured by Its 
enemies. Kentucky has never been given 
over to ruinous gambling. Nor have 
owners, trainers or managers of tracks 
been, as a class, undesirable citizens. 

Breeders of thoroughbreds have been a 
conspicuous and creditable part of the 
social fabric of the State. Generally 
speaking, they have boen gentlemen and 
sportsmen. Racing has always been 
accompanied by betting, but tho evil ha a 
been offset. It lias been a stimulator 
of a great breeding industry, and valu¬ 
able as a wholesome outdoor sport.

Inasmuch 
a* the State law does not prohibit book, 
making at tracks, this showed th)>se 
responsible for racing willing to go fur¬ 
ther than the law in the matter of 
cleansing the turf. When tt Is the 
common custom of business enterprises 
to hire tho best legal talent they cun 
afford, in order to defeat the purpos© 
of the law without violating its letter, 
this disposition upon tho part of th© 
turfmen Is worthy of praise. 

The reinstatement of the bookmakers 
at Latonla ln defiance of th© ruling of 
the Racing Commission reflected no 
credit upon the Latonla Jockey Club 
and th© experience of the New Louis- 
ville Jockey Club contradicts the claim 
of the Latonla club that racing with¬ 
out bookmakers 1* unprofitable. Since 
th© Racing Commission Is a body cre¬ 
ated by legislative enactment to regu¬ 
late racing It will bo fortunate for the 
Kentucky turf If the Appellate Court 
finds that It has the power to rule the 
bookmakers off of th© Latonla track.

HOUSE ABOARD SCOW. 

[Washington Star.) 

The sight of a six-room house, aboard 
a scow, being towed up the Washing¬ 
ton channel attracted considerable at¬ 
tention. The house, which Is the home 
of Sonnet Reosman, a Potomac Park 
watchman, was for many years located 
on Easby’s Point, where lmproverfft-ms 
have been made by the United States 
Government. 

Recently Capt. John Morvatt, in 
charge of the Potomac Park and con¬ 
crete bridge Construction, decided that 
the watchman should be stationed near¬ 
er the Improvements, and accordingly 
his home was also to be placed near 
where he wa* to work. Last Wednes¬ 
day eight or ten laborers placed Jacks 
under the house, which 1* frame, and 
soon bad It clear of the ground, and put 
rail* under it. A barge was moored 
clos© to the shore nnd by the aid of 
block and tackle the house was placed 
aboard. 

Three days ago a tug towing the 
barge with It* house load left Easby’s 
Point for the new location of the house. 
Slow progress wa* made. This morning, 
however, the frame home, uninjured by 
Its hauling, was pulled ashore on Potcs 
mac Park.just south of the railroad 
bridge, at the upper end of the Wash¬ 
ington channel. The work was done as 
well as if but a doll house Instead of a 
home was being moved. 

Upon the arrival of th© tug and its 
tow at the head of the channel tfcu© 
barge wa* moored to the west bank oP 
the harbor. As in the loading of the 
house. Jack* were placed under it. and 
later rails were laid.

TALL AFRICAN GRASS. 


[Springfield. Mas*.. Republican.) . 

Unlike a good deal of South Africa, 
Rhodesia Is largely wooded. In som© 
places th© forests are of value, but a 
large proportion or© not vo)u«d for their 
timber. The gras* In this part of Africa 
grows to phenomenal height* In the val¬ 
leys. and especially In the valley* of the 
Sabi and Zambesi rivers It reach©* It* 
greatest height. To say that the gras* I* 
often twelve feet high Is no exnggeratloa. 
Naturally It Is very cosy to lose om’s 
way in this grass if on© I* unfortunate 
enough to stray from the beaten track. 
It l* th© custom there to burn this gra*a 
off each year when it gets dry. This is 
usually in August and September, or 
even in October. Tb© tires burn for mile* 
and as th© country ts largely a wild er¬ 
nes© little damage Is don© by this method 
of destroying the gross It Is a beautiful 
night at night In the fir© »ea*on to see 
the hills for mile* around encircled with 
flam**. 

After the grass ha* been burned tho 
rainy season usually begins and It ts 
then that th© country 4* at Is prottiMt. 
Th© grass 1* then green and the foliage 
on the tree* is beautiful. Th© old leave* 
drop off gradually and th© new ones take 
their place before th© trre* are bare. Th© 
new leaves are of *11 shades of the rain¬ 
bow an«1 It 1* much like the fall scenery 
In this country Wh4n tho dead leaves are 
falling from the trees. Waterfalls are 
numerous tn th© mounSalns and there 
are many of great height, although th© 
river* ar© usually small In volume 
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In sight of the Rockies for 120 miles

JOURNALIST HALED TO COURT.

Stockholm. Aug. 8.—The tlc-up of (he 
business life of the country as a result 
of the general strike is so serlou* that 
King Gustave Intervened In an ©n- 
d* avor to secure a compromise. His 
majesty to-day sent a message to the 
parties at conflict exhorting them to 
come to an agreement at the earliest 
moment possible and advising arbltra 
tlon of the disputed question*. 

It was after King Gustave’s message 
had been read nnd approved ut a Cabi¬ 
net meeting Saturday that his majesty 
summoned to the palace the two lead¬ 
er* of the warring faction*. Director 
von Sydow, of the employer*, and Sen 
ator Llndulvt, president of the Federa¬ 
tion of Trkde* Unions, for a conference. 
The re*ult of this conference has not 
yet transpired, but apparently his maj 
esty's efforts for a peaceful solution of 
the trouble were without result, for to¬ 
night It was announced that the print¬ 
ers would strike to-morfow and the 
National Labor Union Issued a proclft 
nuitlnn that, beginning to-morrow 
morning, every dray or other wagon 
whoso driver I* not wearing a union 
permit badge will be stopped by strik¬ 
er*. 

No vxceptlons. It was stated, will he 
made for owner* driving their own 
wagon*. The union farther threaten* 
to /rustrate the attempt of the Stock¬ 
holm street car company to start It* 
car* to-morrow on the Important line* 
with the aid of the compnny’s^ofnelal* 
and strikebreakers. Over 1.000 tele¬ 
phone nnd telegraph employes wll! 
strike Wednesday. 

The employers’ association I* paying 
out 140,000 dally to support Its weaker 
member*. The cash In the association’s 
treasury Is sufficient to keep up thl* 
support for three w’eoks. and when the 
fund* In the treasury are exhausted 
the association ha* a reserve fund of 
84.ROO.OOO. which may b© used. The 
striker* arc* daily receiving large con¬ 
tributions from Denmark, Norway, 
Finland, Germany, Houmanla and Bul¬ 
garia. 

A prominent Journalist Gustafson, 
ha* been summoned to court by the 
public prosecutor, charged with a crime 
against the penal cod©, that of exhort¬ 
ing the employe* of the State rnliway 
to strike.

CUSTODIAN OF PUBLIp BUILD¬ 
INGS RANKS NOW. 


FINE EDIFICE LATER ON. SEVERAL PIECES OF PIE 


The Edenside Christian mission, the 
protege of the First Christian church. 
|ha» shown itself to be such a healthy, 
energetic Infant In the eighteen month* 
of Its existence, and has given such 
promise of being an honor and a staff 
to Its sponsor, that by the action of 
the executive boards and the member* 
of the congregation of the First church, 
tho mission was given Independence on 
a unanimous vote yesterday. In addl-j 
tion to Its Independence the Edenside 
church was given a lot on which to 
erect a house of worship In the High¬ 
lands, and about $5,000 cash to form 
the nucleus of a fund to be expended 
In the building of a commodious church, 
Sunday-school and parsonage. There 
1* a membership of 100 at the present 
time. 

Immediately after the First Christian 
church sold the property at Fourth ave¬ 
nue and. Walnut street some two or 
thro© month* ago, for a consideration 
of $350,000, th© mother church pur¬ 
chased a choice lot at Edenside nvenuc 
nnd Bardxtown road for about $5,000. 
Thl* was tendered the mlnslon church 
for building purposes, together with the 
cash sum mentioned above, that a mis¬ 
sion church might b© erected. 

Thl* gift wa* gratefully accepted, but 
the member* of the Edenside church de¬ 
cided that the $5.(;00 was not sufficient 
to build the kind of a church and Sun¬ 
day-school they Wished to put up. They 
sought Independence that they might 
supplement the sum with subscription* 
of their own. 

• • • 

To Begin Work This Mcrutng. 

The executive boards of the FJrst 
church took th© matter of independ¬ 
ence under consideration, and after sev¬ 
eral weeks’ tlmo the boards unani¬ 
mously voted to grant the petition of 
the mission. According to the by-laws 
of the church. It was nece*sary to put 
tho matter before th© members of the 
congTt gatlon. and the final action came 
at the 11 o’clock servics yesterday 
morning, when Max S Barker. Sr., 
stated to the congregation th© action 
of the board'^f deacons, nnd offer©d a 
resolution to >rlve the Edenside mis¬ 
sion Its freedom. There was not a dis¬ 
senting vote, and the matter was car¬ 
ried through smoothly. 

A* a result, excavations for th© erec¬ 
tion of the Edenside church will begin 
this momtng. 

Starting eighteen months ago with 
an afternoon Sunday-school who*© ten 
members met in a small storeroom In 
the Highlands, the Edenside congrega¬ 
tion now hns a membership of about 
lOfl. The little mission grew. Last De¬ 
cember the Rev Harvey p. Smith was 
engaged to preach a series of evangelis¬ 
tic sermons at the mission. His elo¬ 
quence and earnestness of purpose were 
so convincing that In two weeks' time 
a church was organized with stxty- 
seven members and ther© was a Bun 
day-school membership of seventy. 

• • • 

A Big Church In Time. 

Members of the mission took an ac- 
tlv© Interest and In January of this 
year petitioned the Flr-b church to per¬ 
mit them to organize nnd Incorporate 
as © church. Th© permDeion was grant¬ 
ed, the organization was formed, and 
article* of Incorporation were filed In 
February 

According to the present calculations 
of the Edenside l»oard members the sum 
of $5,000 donated by the mother church 
and subscription* wilt bring up the 
amount to approximately $30,000 With 
this money they will erect a chapel 
tvlth a modern Sunday-school equip¬ 
ment. To thl* building a main audi¬ 
torium will be added In a few years at 
a cost of $45,000. nnd for this purpose 
sufficient ground ha* been «et aside. 
The Chapel and Sunday-school will be 
constructed of stone, brick and con¬ 
crete. and will be In the e.irlv English 
Gothic or Tudor style of architecture. 
The building will have several cUiks 
rooms which may be thrown together 
on occasion composing *n auditorium 
with a seating /ap-iclty of 500. It will 
be eighty feet lohg. fortv-eight feet 
and thirty-five feet In height The 
basement will be arranged In such man- 
ner that surpers or bn 7 . 0 r* may b© held 
there, lind th© whole wll! t»© heated by 
steam. The building I* to he completed 
hy next December «nd the dedication 
of th© church wit! rak? place the first 
Sunday of that month.

ARRESTED JUST AS HE

SECURITY VALUES TOO HIGH. 


{Correspondence of th© Courier-Journal.] 
N©w York. Aug. 7.—Th© N#w York mar¬ 
ket continue* und«r control of the big 
operator*. What with their desire to sus¬ 
tain th© market in order to dlspos© of 
th air surplus holdLng* and what with tho 
necessity of leading banker* keeping the 
market in good condition for the lorgu 
new seourUy issues contemplated during 
tb© next two or three months, there was 
little chonco for any important downward 
reaction In the ansonc© of unfavorable, 
news. Of th© latter there vm pracUoaUy 
none. 

Th* crop outlook ts now th© most Im¬ 
portant factor in the general situation. As 
antlolpatod. th© Government cotton report 
was unfavorable, and had a marked ef¬ 
fect upon the price of that staple. While 
some Improvement Is possible in the con¬ 
dition of th© plant during tne remainder 
of th© season. K is practically a foregone 
conclusion that the cotton .-rop will b© a 
short on© and that high prices must be 
expected this season. This means good 
time* for sections whetv> th© Injury was 
slight, and vie© versa for sections wh©re 
Mi*? Injury was great. It Is questionable, 
however. If there will b© any extraordi¬ 
nary scarcity of cotton, for th© reason 
that many of th* European mills ore 
running upon short time, and Europe Is 
Already’ po*«*enied of a larger supply of 
raw cotton than a year ago. As for th© 
xrain crops, their outlook continues satl»- 
ractory. July and August aro frequently 
months of deterioration, and it Is quite 
possible that the Government report «x- 
pected Monday will show a slightly lower 
L*»ro«-ntage of condition than a month ago. 
It cannot be claimed, however. Mutt there 
ts any great shortage of grain; In fact, the 
com crop promises to be the largest on 
record, and prices for all agricultural 
products arc known to be exceptionally 
profitable^ For this reasnn there Is on 
optimistic feeling throughout the entire 

f rraln bolt, both merchants and bankers 
n those sections of the country anticipat¬ 
ing with much oonfldsno* a go.xi autumn 
trade. Th© agricultural outlook ns a 
whole is beyond cue^tion encouraging be¬ 
cause of the profitable basis upon which 
it Is at present working.

Progress In Industrial Field. 


Memphis. Term., Aug. 8.—Tho Oora- 
rn©reiaJ-Appoidji' weekly rot ton sum¬ 
mary to-morrow will say; 

Moderate showers fell over Nothem 
and E an tern Texas on Saturday and 
Sunday. No other rains of consequence 
fell during tho week and the crop suf¬ 
fered severely. Central and Midddle 
West Texas le exceedingly dry and It 
appears doubtful If rains now could 
repair more than a part of th© loss that 
has been sustained. Owing to the very 
dry hot weather the plant Is shedding 
and the bolls are beginning to open 
With continued drought, considerable 
cotton will b© ready for the pickers In 
ten days or two w©eka In sections 
where rain fell the crop was benefited, 
although In some of the territory tho 
precipitation was light and entirely In¬ 
sufficient to put a “season” in the 
ground. Fair crops ore promised In 
©astern and western counties. The 
groat central belt has suffered most se¬ 
verely. 

Outside of Texas, the entire Western 
belt, with the exception of Southern 
Louisiana, Is in need of moisture. In 
Oklahoma, the progress of the crop has 
been arrested and r&ln is Imperative to 
prevent deterioration. 

In Mississippi rains were sentt©rod 
and Insufficient, a general rain being 
badly needed. In all States east of the 
Mississippi the rainfall was abundant 
and with the exception of North Caro¬ 
lina. where some excess fall, was bene¬ 
ficial. The crop In A'toibama has Im¬ 
proved wonderfully and In Georgia and 
South Carolina promises well. 

Conditions Reported Good. 

New Orleans, Aug. 8 .—Oenorally fa¬ 
vorable reports us to the condition of 
the cotton crop In Louisiana and Mis¬ 
sissippi have been received by the 
Picayune from correspondents in these 
States. 

In summarising the conditions It is 
stated: 

The ranidly maturing crop j n Lou¬ 
isiana ancl Mississippi enjoyed a favor¬ 
able week. Complaints of boll weevil 
continue to be received, though the 
ravage* of the post have been more 
or less discounted.

Call money continues plentiful and easy, 
while time money is gradually hardening 
and still better rates are anticipated dur¬ 
ing the next two or three months.

If stocks are to be pushed to e still 
higher point tho natural result will be 
to drlv© money out of stock s in to fields 
where U cau secure better iviumi, al¬ 
though high rates for money and an 
active bull, stock market are not Infre¬ 
quently seon together. As a reeult of 
firmer money there hav© been some lib¬ 
eral offerings of finance and other bill* 
against American securities abroad There 
has also been a somewhat better supply 
of commercial bills In anticipation of 
cotton and grain shipment*. The recent 
weakness In exchange has. of course, put 
an effectual stoppage upon gold exports, 
and later on a conslderahie increase In 
soourity bills is anticipated in connec¬ 
tion with forthcoming security Issuos.

Tariff of Slight Importance. 


Th© international situation Is better 
than a week ago owing to abatement of 
th© troubles In Spain. These now serin 
to be over and are not likely to cause any 
difficulty In the foreign money markets, 
although Paris, widen represents large 
holding* of Hpanish securities, showed 
some temporary weakness when the crisis 
wus at Its height. Now that the tariff is 
settled the sentimental effect will prove 
beneficial, although practically the tariff 
makes no difference whatsoever to busi¬ 
ness In general. No very Important 
changes have been made either down¬ 
ward or upward, the net result of the 
new bill being practically a victory for 
the "standpattera” For some time past 
our manufacturing Interests recognized 
that they had but little to fear from any 
downward revision, and hav* consequent¬ 
ly gone ahead with little regard to the 
tariff situation. For this reason ths new 
tariff will have little influence upon gen¬ 
eral btisiness other than th* sentimental 
effect of relief from agitation. Such 
troubles aa come from th© new measure 
util be chiefly those relating to Its ad¬ 
ministration.

Take Cnne. 


Stock market operations must still be 
conducted with great precaution. It la 
not impossible that prices may b© forced 
to a still higher point, but it should be 
recognised that values ar* already un- 
warrantediy high and that the big hold¬ 
ers are quietly distributing their surplus 
upon every advance. The activity and 
w« aknecs of the market whenever good 
news In forthcoming—signing tho tariff 
(•ill, for Instance—are highly suggestive. 
The outlook is certainly encouraging and 
prevailing optimism cannot be Ignored, 
vet all the good features discernible hav© 
t**n pretty well discounted, a distribu¬ 
tive market, such as the present one ap¬ 
pears to bo, holds many opportunities for 
the niqpbl© operator for quick fn and out 
trading. It Is reasonable to assume that 
the tactics of tn© past (such as marking 
up sharply first one stock and then a:»- 
othorl will again l*e used in *n endeavor 
to aid, ss well a* dtsgul*©, the tlquMa 
tron which will b* ettemnted In other de¬ 
partments of the list. Quick in and uut 
operations on the tong stde, however, 
should be entered Into with careful nos*, 
as ue ar© still of th© opinion that clam 
digging ts unprofitable at high tide.

Chicago, Aug. 7—An Incrtaslngly ag- 
gresnlvs attitudo was shown by th© wheat 
bears this week, and they had things run¬ 
ning about as they pleased Thetr oppo¬ 
nents were rather disposed to ©caip ths 
market and did not put up a vigorous fight 
at any time. Toward tho last ths bull 
forces were In full retreat, and September 
wheat, which started the week at $1.04^ 
sold down below the dollar mark, closing 
Friday at 9974 cents. This was'lh* first 
tune In many months that wheat has sold 
under $ 1 . 00 . Net lueses for th* week were 
4H cents for Soptsmber, **u cents for De¬ 
cember and 4H cents for Mav. 

Low temperature* In th© far Canadian 
Northwest injected a not© of caution Into 
the situation, however, and was largely 
responsible for ths taking of profits by 
shorts when the price slumped below $1 
on Friday. Tho trade In gen*-rai la of the 
opinion Just at present tiUt without any 
accident to th© spring wheat Northwest 
and Manitoba crops that prices ore to de¬ 
cline rogularly. and that rallies on all 
grains, oeoeclally wheat, from ths low 
level will be only temporary. 8 entlm*nt 
has become so aggressively bearish that 
It i© difficult to stem the tide while It 
lasts.

Anxious Period- 


This Is the anxious p«riod in the wheat 
trade, however, until ths spring 

v\ .x,L . r *p ts saiely harvested th*f 
bound to be some unaaalness In tho trad* 
The t^itire situation could be reversed by 
a disaster Northwest, but th* crop there 
is so far advanced that the chanoes of dia¬ 
meter are becoming rapidly diminished 
dally. The prearnt outlook is for a record 
crop of spring wheat not only In the three 
so-called leading spring wheat States, but 
in the Pacific Northwest as well. Cut¬ 
ting ims a! ready begun in some sections 
of South Dakota and Minnesota Con¬ 
servative speculators, however, ar* acting 
with much caution pending final orop de¬ 
velopments in th© three big States.* 

• • • 

Black Ruat Not a Factor. 


The Patten house In an endeavor to get 
a reliable report On the Northwestern 
prospects sent B W. Snow. Its crop ex¬ 
pert, to travel .*ver the three big Stales 
to look over the black rust situation, 
which has caused some alarm and tended 
to kcco the trade guessing. Mr. Snow 
motored 300 miles through North Dakota 
and reports a little black rust, but in 
every cose, however, it Is a single stalk 
and Is the development of only th* first 
infection. Before the ©econo Infection 
can be devstoped. Mr. Snow reported the 
crop will be cut. H© concluded his report 
by stating that fsars of black rust as a 
crop fhetor onuld be dismissed. 

Since the big July wheat premiums are 
out of the way as an attraction for win¬ 
ter wheat there are advices that Souths 
western farmers are now holding their 
wheat because current prices are not at¬ 
tractive. In the Interim between the win¬ 
ter ard spring wheat crop harvest there 
Is sometimes u period of light marketings 
and this may b© ths cos© this year. It 
remains to be seen what will b* don* by 
Nebraska farmers who have raised a large 
crop and now confront the prospect of 
having an Important part of the market 
shut off from them because of the big 
yields Northwest. 

• • • 

Nebraska and Kansas Factor*. 


The Nebraska and Kansas crops will be 
called upon this year to play an Important 
part In keeping the winter wheat miller In 
the market ns a competitor with the 
spring wheat miller. Much of the soft 
market wheat la turning out damp and 
tough and in the end will prohabiy prove 
disappointing end will also go far toward 
keeping the soft wheat prices down to a 
reasonable level. 

Although th© break in prices brought 
out reports of some little export business 
last week, the sales were ail of spring 
wheat and presumably largely durum 
Indications are not particularly promis¬ 
ing for American exbort*rs. The Cana¬ 
dian orm> will be offering abroad in a 
few weeks and Rusata. India and Aus¬ 
tralia ar* still in the running. While 
August shipments from America promise 
to b* liberal, there Is no llk'.lhood that 
they will approach those of a year 0440 
August shipments last year mounted up 
to 18.574 000 bushels Th* September rec¬ 
ord Is likely to be still more disappoint¬ 
ing. the September showing of a year 
ago being the largest of the year, or 
IS.397.000 bushels Th© trod© this year 
will be very much surprised If the Au¬ 
gust and Kcptiimber showing Is half as 
laix© ** wa* loot year’s.

Russia Make* Sales. 


Russia has been working at high pres¬ 
sure to sell her n*w crop to Western 
Europe and seems to have succeeded to 
a remarkable degree This wheat was 
sold at high prices, and It is not at ail 
Improbable that the buyer may fore a 
declining market before the new cro 0 
of European wheat ts entirely placed. In 
Berlin last week wheat prices slumped 
off 4 cents, due to the fine weather and 
orop prospects for wheat in Germany. 

J. A. Patten, former bull, estimate© 
the North Dakota crop at 100.000.900 
bushel h and looks for lower wheat 
prices. "Tf the Northwestern spring wheat 
crop is gathered without further harm.” 
he said, ‘it looks to me as though prices 
wouhl go lower. The cash demand for 
wheat Is pretty slow and there is no 
evidence of any export demand or to buy 
cash wheat to fill th© export sales. The 
trade is skeptical about tne reported ex¬ 
port business. U th© Northwestern 
wheat crop gets through without acci¬ 
dent It will mean the largest crop ever 
raised up there, am the acreage Is very 
large thl« year.”

LIST OF CLUBS INCREASING. 


Within the next day or two. or, at 
leant, as noon a a Dr. J. R. Collier, chair¬ 
man of the Democratic City and Coun¬ 
ty Executive Committee, returns from 
a short sojourn at French Lick Springs, 
he will call the committee together for 
the purpose of selecting: the names of 
five persons, which will be recommend¬ 
ed to the State Election Commission, 
from which a Democratic election com¬ 
missioner for Jefferson county will be 
chosen for the next year. Fred Forcht, 
Jr„ is the present Democratic member 
of the Jefferson County Election Com¬ 
mission. A member of the committee 
said yesterday' afternoon thut ho had 
no Idea what five names would be se¬ 
lected by tlie committee as he had nevrr 
discussed the question with any mem¬ 
ber of the committee as yet. He said 
all he wru* Interested In was tho selec¬ 
tion of five Rood men so that the State 
commission could make no mistake In 
selecting a good Democrat and a man 
who was not afraid to do his duty and 
ptand up for his party tights In tho 
selection of election officers for the 
election this fall. 

The Republican City end County Ex¬ 
ecutive Committee selected five candi¬ 
dates at a meeting la*t week, headed 
by Lewis Humphrey, and forwarded the 
names' to Frankfort. As a general 
rule, tho State Commission always se¬ 
lects the first name on the list, this 
being the case Mr. Humphrey will be 
selected. Howard Lee is the present 
Republican member of the Jefferson 
County Commission, but ho is now at¬ 
torney for the School Board and didn't 
core to have the place again. 

There are some other matters that 
will be discussed by the Democratic 
City and County Committee when It 
meets lignin Plans for the campaign 
will be discussed and reports will be 
heard as to what progress has been 
made Jti organization of clubs and tho 
various precincts throughout the city 
and county. It Ls likely that the exec¬ 
utive committee of tho candidates will 
meet with the committee. The candi¬ 
dates' executive committee has been 
meeting regularly and has been doing 
some effective work !n tho matter of 
planning for the opening of the cam¬ 
paign. Judge Gregory is chairman of 
this committee and he Ls always on 
hand. 

Many Democratic club3 were organ¬ 
ized for the city last week with a large 
membership.

This week will probably see some¬ 
thing definite In the way of municipal 
Democratic politics la Jeffersonville 
as a city election ls to be held in No¬ 
vember to name a complete set of n<nv 
officers. So for there lias not l»eon any 
talk of holding a convention by either 
party or of organizing. There Is con¬ 
siderable surmizing as to what figure 
tho recent local option election will 
cut, as the Civic League has announced 
that It Intends to take a hand In the 
election. There was some talk Just 
after tho election of putting a full tick¬ 
et in the field with Judge Harry C. 
Poindexter of the City Court at the 
head of It, but It Is not the belief nt 
this time tluvt such action will be 
taken. The league, however, will show 
Its hand. 

Candidates never wore moro back¬ 
ward In coming out and there Is no 
officially announced aspirant for Mayor 
on either side. Several have been spo¬ 
ken of In connection with making the 
race for the office before a Democratic 
convention. One of these was Frank 
13. Payne, a former member of th»* 
Jeffersonville City Council. When It 
was said he would probably be a can¬ 
didate for the Democratic nomination 
for Maydr, his name was received with 
a great deal of favor and It was 
thought he would run. but he will not. 

James E. Burke has been spoken of 
for some time as a probable candidate 
and has not denied he will be. John 
F. Spieth has been referred to In the 
same way, and Lyman Parks has open¬ 
ly asserted on numerous occasions he 
was a candidate. Henry F. Dilger was 
Upped yesterday, but has not officially 
announced. There aro several others 
spoken of. 

TWENTY-THREE 

FOREIGN CRIMINALS. 


All of Them Aro Subject to Deporta¬ 
tion at Once. 

Twenty-three Inmates of the Indiana 
Reformatory at Jeffersonville aro sub¬ 
ject to deportation from this country 
under tho Federal laws controlling 
criminal Immigrants, according to a re- 

? >ort Just completed by Amos W. But- 
er, secretary of the State Board of 
Charities, who was requested recently 
to take a census of the penAl and cor¬ 
rectional Institutions of Indiana with 
a view' of learning how many of the 
Inmates had committed crime before 
they had resided in the United States 
for two years. In hla Investigation 
Mr. Butler found there were four In¬ 
mates of the Indiana State Prison at 
Michigan City subject to the deporta¬ 
tion laws, twenty-three at the Indiana 
Reformatory, but none at the Indiana 
Boys* School, Indiana Girls* School or 
Woman's Prison. 

The countries from which the twen¬ 
ty-three Inmates of tho Indiana Re¬ 
formatory who axe subject to deporta¬ 
tion came ore as follows: Canada, 4; 
Sweden, J; Australia. 1; Russia, 5; 
Germany, 4; Hungary, 2; Wale*. 1; 
England. 1; Austria, 4; Belgium. 2. 
The nativity of the four at the State 
Prison Is: Ontario, 2; Hungary. 2 The 
twenty-seven subjects do not comprise 
all the foreign population of the two 
institutions, but only those who have 
committed crime and were convicted 
within two years after landing. Ac¬ 
cording to the last annual report, there 
were forty-seven foreign-bom Inmates 
received last year at the Indiana Re¬ 
formatory. Thirteen of these were na¬ 
tives of Germany. None was registered 
as being from Ireland, China or Japan. 

Whether those who compose the for¬ 
eign criminal list will be deported Is 
not known, but the names will be sent 
to the Federal Immigration Bureau by 
Mr. Butler for such action as that de¬ 
partment secs fit. A similar census 
is being taken all over the Cijuntry 
with a view, os supposed, of getting 
rid of the unlawful class. The work of 
getting up the list was assigned to 
Mr. Butler by Gov. Thomas R. Mar¬ 
shall. 


Look For Pension. Money. 

A score or more of old soldiers lined 
up at the general delivery window' of 
the Jeffersonville post-office when It 
opened yesterday morning at 9 o'clock. 
The veterans had sent their pension 
vouchers to Indianapolis last Wednes¬ 
day and they were so Impntlent that 
they could not wait until Monday t.» 
learn whether their pension checks had 
arrived. Some received the coveted 
paper, but others did not and they 
••drilled’* away wearing an air of dis¬ 
appointment. 

There are thirteen widows of soldiers 
of the War of 1812 who draw pensions 
In Indiana. Tills seemingly impossible 
fact Is accounted for through old men 
marrying comparatively young women. 
There aro no survivors of the War of 
1812 in Indiana, but there are men liv¬ 
ing In the State who were bom during 
that period. There are ill survivors 
of the Mexican War living In Indiana 
w T ho draw pensions, at least one of 
them, Thomas Howard, being a Jeffer¬ 
sonville man. 


Token Home for Trial. 

After remaining at the Indiana Re¬ 
formatory In Jeffersonville for exactly 
two weeks for safe-keeping, Thomas 
Swope was taken back to Evansville 
last night to be given a preliminary 
hearing on the < harge of killing Her¬ 
bert Kappler. The prisoner was act¬ 
ing ns a street-car conductor during 
a strike. 

Swope was brought to Jeffersonville 
by John Hougland. tin Evansville de¬ 
tective. and the same officer came aft¬ 
er him yesterday. Hougland said 
there was no excitement now existing 
In Evansville, as the strike had been 
declared off and there Is no danger of 
Swope being harmed. He also said he 
thought Swope would have hut little 
trouble in securing nn ecquittaJ. a* the 
sympathy of the people ls entirely with 
him.

NEW ALBANY NEWS NOTES 


George Riley Fox. aged 58 years, who 
had a varied career, died at an early 
hour yesterday morning at the home 
of Archlo Walton on the Corydon turn 
pike, a mile west of New Albany. His 
aliment was dropsy and a complica¬ 
tion of diseases from which he suffered 
for some time. Fox was a native of 
Georgetown tow'nahip, and at an early 
age took an active part In politics as 
a Democrat. When Cleveland was 
elected President he was appointed to 
a position as packer at the United 
States Quartermaster's office In Jeffer¬ 
sonville. This position, however, was 
not agreeable to him, and at the so¬ 
licitation of the theQ Congressman 
from the New Albany district Fox was 
transferred from tho War Department 
to the Post-office Department, and was 
given a place as mail agent on the 
Monon railway between New Albany 
and Chicago. He was efficient and 
stood in line for promotion, but he got 
Into tho gambling habit and lost a lot 
of money. 8oon It was discovered that 
he was abstracting money from the 
United States malls, and he was con¬ 
victed In the Federal Court. He was 
sentenced to serve a term of two years 
In the old StAte Prison South at Jeffer¬ 
sonville. He served his term, and at 
its expiration returned to his old home. 
Ho was a man of engaging personality 
and soon went Into business, conduct¬ 
ing a saloon in the vicinity of George 
town until a remonstrance drove him 
out. While fce conducted the saloon 
he was a regular contributor to the 
church, but the fanners of the town¬ 
ship objected to the way their boys 
conducted them$elves after coming 
from his saloon at night, and they 
closed him up. Of late he has been 
doing little or nothing. He was sepa¬ 
rated from hts wife several years ago. 
He leaves two children. Fox was a 
man of considerable natural ability. 
He asserted, when he was up for rob¬ 
bing tho United States malls, that he 
was led Into temptation to steal by 
hts gambling debt9 and that he Intend¬ 
ed to pay what he had taken. He came 
of a respected family. 

Death of Mrs. Knepfly. 

Mrs. Magdalene Knepfly. widow of 
John Knepfly, for many years a lead 
Ing Jeweler of New Albany, died of the 
Infirmities of old age at her home in 
Dallas, Tex., at 9:20 o'clock yesterday 
morning. Mrs. Knepfly was 85 years 
old, having been born In Switzerland, 
but came to America when quite 
young. She and her husband were 
reared within five miles of each other 
In the old country, although they never 
met until they both came to New Al¬ 
bany, whera they -were married In 
1840. 

Mr. Knepfly. with his son. Lawrence 
Knepfly, left New Albany In 1875 and 
went to Dallas, Tex., where they estab¬ 
lished the largest Jewelry business In 
that city. Both Mr. Knepfly and his 
son Lawrence have passed away and 
at the death of the laat mentioned, 
several years ago. the large business 
enterprise was closed. 

Mrs. Knepfly Is survived by three 
daughters—Mrs. W. F. Tuley. of Now 
Albany; Mrs. R. P. Main, of Green¬ 
ville, Ind.. and Mrs. Robert McCart, 
of Fort Worth. Tex. In addition nine 
grandchildren and five great-grandchil¬ 
dren ore left. Mrs. Tuley left at 8:20 
o’clock yesterday morning over the B. 
and O. S.-W. railway for Dallas, ex¬ 
pecting to reach there this evening. 
Bhe had been summoned a few hours 
before on account of the serious Illness 
of her mother, but the news of her 
death did not reach New Albany until 
one hour after she had left there.
